Response to Preliminary Amendment 

Preliminary Amendment filed on 2/14/2002 has been entered and made of record 
as Paper No. 2 

In Preliminary Amendment, applicants cancel claims 1-106 without prejudice or 
disclaimer, and newly add 107-21 1. 



Election/Restrictions 

Claims 107-211 are pending in this application. 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: 

a) Species!, e.g. claims 107-179: Method for manufacturing a semiconductor 
device having the step of utilizing the third semiconductor film as a gettering site to 
reduce the metal element/ crystallization promote material from the first 
semiconductor film. 

b) Species II, e.g. claims 180-211: Method for manufacturing a semiconductor 
device having the step of utilizing the second semiconductor film as a gettering site to 
reduce the metal element/ crystallization promote material from the first 
semiconductor film. 
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2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 12 1 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claims is 
fmally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. Applicant is advised that a 
response to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected 
consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is all claims are generic is considered 
non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the 
prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 of the 
other invention.
